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Although  somewhat  older  when  he  died  last  spring  than  the 
painters  who  are  exhibiting  in  other  galleries  of  the  Mu- 
seum, it  seems  appropriate  at  this  time  and  in  this  place  to 
honor  a  gifted  artist  and  an  old  friend  by  setting  aside  two 
galleries  for  the  exhibition  of  paintings  in  oil  and  gouache 
by  Emil  Ganso. 

An  annual  contributor  to  our  past  exhibitions,  his  asso- 
ciation with  the  Whitney  Studio  Club  and  the  Museum 
extended  through  all  his  professional  life.  He  gave  a  one- 
man  show  here  in  1928  and  has  been  represented  in  the 
permanent  collection  of  the  Museum  since  its  formation. 
Reluctant  to  break  the  continuity  of  the  long  succession  of 
paintings,  watercolors,  drawings  and  prints  which  have  ap- 
peared in  our  annual  exhibition  for  so  many  years,  we  once 
again  show  his  work  among  that  of  many  of  his  friends  and 
in  surroundings  long  familiar. 

In  the  closing  paragraph  of  an  essay  on  Ganso  in  The 
Magazine  of  Art,  Forbes  Watson  sums  up  his  work  in  the 
following  words:  "Emil  Ganso  had  much  more  than  price- 
less vitality.  He  loved  painting  and  drawing  with  a  glorious 
absorption.  .  .  .  He  was  a  true  painter  and  will  live."

BIOGRAPHICAL  NOTE 

Emil  Ganso  was  born  in  Germany  in  1895  of  German, 
French  and  Spanish  ancestry.  He  came  to  this  country  in 
1912  as  a  baker's  apprentice  and  worked  as  a  baker  for  a 
number  of  years,  in  Ins  spare  time  studying  painting  and 
print-making,  his  only  formal  training  a  few  weeks  at  the 
art  school  of  the  National  Academy. 

His  first  exhibition  of  paintings  took  place  at  the  Weyhe 
Gallery  in  1926.  It  was  followed  by  others  at  the  Whitney 
Studio  Club  and  elsewhere,  his  work  attracting  the  atten- 
tion of  numerous  art  patrons,  among  them  Mr.  Frank 
Crowninshield. 

He  has  received  many  prizes  and  awards,  including  the 
Guggenheim  Fellowship  in  1933-1934.  He  was  Artist-in- 
Residence  at  Lawrence  College  in  1940  and  Visiting 
Lecturer  and  Associate  Professor  of  Art  at  the  University 
of  Iowa  in  1941. 

He  is  represented  in  important  private  collections  and 
in  many  Museums  in  this  country  and  in  Europe.
